London. March 1.—A dispatch to the 
Daily TelPgraph from Yin Kow, dated 
February 29, says: 


"Fifteen Japanese warships furiously 
bombarded Port Artlaur from 10 until 
12 o'clock this morning. 
The Russian 
cruisers NoviX Askold and Bayan. ac- 
companied 
by 
four 
torpedo 
boats, 
steamed out to meet the attack. They 
were, however^ forced to retire. 
The 
Askold was in a sinking condition. The 
Novik was badly damaged, and a tor- 
pedo boat was sunk. The Russian bat- 
tleship Retvizan was again damaged. 


'*The Japanese withdrew in good 
order." 


The pause in the war operations in 
the Far Bast has been broken by an- 
other Japanese attack on Port Arthur, 
of which only the foregoing brief ac- 
count is yet to 
hand. 
This 
report, 
however, shows a repetition of the now 
familiar tactics of Japan, 


It is presumed that this attack was 
made in bad weather, previous tele- 
graphic advices having reported a se- 
vere gale raging at Port Arthur. 
As 
usual, the Japanese did not 
remain 
long enough off the harbor to enable 
the gunners at the forts to get their 
range. 
Again, also, the same three 
cruisers, the iJayan. the Askold and the 
Novik, cam© out to .meet the attack, 
and this suggests that either they were 
the only effective ships there or that 
the larger battleships were unable to 
get out. 


A despatch from Shanghai to the 
Daily Chronicle says the Russians are 
transferring the guns from the dis- 
abled ships at Port Arthur to the 
forts there. 


Deaperate Attack Expected. 


Llao Yang. Manchuria, March 1. — 
Foreigners living at Yin Kow say that 
the Japanese fleet has received orders 
to attack and capture Port Arthur to- 
day at all costs. 


"No Surrender," Say Russians- 


Port Arthur, March 1 (delayed)— 
General Stoessel, commander of 
the 
garrison here, has issued a general or- 
der directing 
the 
attention of 
the 
troops and inhabitants to the fact that 
the Japanese intend to land and seize 
the fortress. The general declares the 
Japanese consider the seizure of Port 
Arthur to be a question of national 
honor, and from their obstinate at- 
tacks and bombardments of the fortress 
and bays he can only conclude that the 
enemy will make every effort to cap- 
ture the fortress, failing 
which the 
Japanese will destroy the railroad and 
withdraw. 


"The enemy, however," proceeds the 
general order, '*is mistaken. Our troops 
know and the inhabitants are herewith 
Informed by me that we wiH not yield. 
We must fight to the llnish, as I, the 
commandant, will never give an order 
to surrender. I bring this to the notice 
of those less daring and call on all to 
become convinced of the necessity of 
fighting to the death. Those who leave 
without fighting will not save them- 
selves. There is no way out. On three 
Bides there is the sea, and on the fourth 
will be the enemy. Tl\ere is no means 
of escape except by 
fighting." 


SKIRMISHING ALONG YALU RIVER 


Russian and Japanese Advance Guard 
Meet at Ping Yang, Korea. 


Seoul, Feb. 29.--D\^taiis of a tikirmisji 
at Ping Yang show that 50 Russian 
cavalrymen approached the north gate 
of the Japanese camp and fired at lOuO 
metres. A sharp fusiiade took piace and 
the Russians retired. 
All of the foi- 
egners arr safe. The fight took place 
on the mornjng of the 2buh. 


The emperor had contributed 100,000 
yon and the crown prince 50,uu0 yeQ to 
the Japanese relief fund.

Vladivostock Blockaded. 


London. Feb. 29.—Vladivostock has 
been blockaded hy a Japanese 
fleet 
since Thursday, according to a Daily 
Mail dispatch from Hakodate, which 
adds that incoming steamers report 
Russian cruisers on the east coast of 
Kinkwasan, in the Bay of Sendal, Ja- 
pan. Japanese warships have been re- 
ported in the vicinity of Vladivostock, 
but 
this 
report oi a blockade, al- 
though considered probable, has not 
yet been confirmed from other sources. 


Russia Objects to New Cable. 


St. Petersburg, March 1.—If an at- 
tempt Is made to lay a cable from the 
Island of Guam to Japan during the 
continuance of hostilities it will be re- 
garded as contraband of war under the 
proclamation promulgated Sunday. 
As 
pointed out to the Associated Press 
correspondent, the proclamation is spe- 
cific on this qucstio)!, and it is not be- 
lieved here that the United States will 
undertake or authorize such a cable 
now. as it would coui^.titute a breach 
of neutrality, according to the Rus- 
sian view. 


Russia Accepto U. S. Attaches. 


WQshiugton, March 1.—The Russian 
army formally has granted the request 
of the United States that'certain offi- 
cers of the American army be permit- 
ted to accompany the Russian troops 
aud witness their opo^raiions in the war 
with Japan. 
Amba^iudor McCormick, 
In a cablegram mfoYviing 
Secretary 
Hay of this tact, states that the olBcers 
cannot join the Russian army before 
April 15 of the Russian calendar.

Port Townsend, Wash,, Feb. 29. — 
After suffering the most harrowing ex- 
perience from fire aud storm that has 
ever befallen a craft on the North Pa- 
cific coasts the steamer Queen put in 
here to report the loss of 14 lives. 


^Vhile off the mouth «^jf the Columbia 
river the Queen caught flro in her after 
saloon in some unex'plained way. The 
fire rapidly gained headway and threat- 
ened soon to envelope the whole ship. 
The heavy seas running meant death to 
any sent away in the lifeboats. 
The 
flames became more aud more threat- 
ening until, when it seemed a choice 
of death, Captain Cousins ordered the 
lifeboats launched. They were manned 
by the crew and ordered to remain 
close to the ship. Into these the women 
and cJiildren were placed. Hardly, how- 
ever, liad the boats been cast loose 
than, unable to weather 
the 
fierce 
waves, two of them were capsized. 


The 
passengers 
and 
those of the 
crew Avlio remained on board continued 
their Üght against the flames with in- 
creasing success for four hours, and the 
fire was brought under control. When 
It wf^s thought the danger from fire was 
past Captain Cousins recalled the life- 
boats, and the occupants were taken 
aboard. 


The Queen was headed for the mouth 
of the Columbia river and the steamer 
Santa Monica was sighted. The Queen j 
signalled and asked to stand by until ' 
temporary 
repairs 
could 
be 
made. 
When everything had been made safe 
the Queen continued on to the mouth 
of the Columbia river, only to find the 
bar was too rough to cross in. 
The 
distressed craft was pointed 
toward 
Puget Sound, but bad fortune still pur- 
ßued her, and when she rounded Cape 
Flattery she em^ountered a terrific elec- 
trical storm. With difilcuky she weath- 
ered the gale, reached here without' 
any further mishap and proceeded to 
Seattle. 


Ten of those who lost their lives 
•were thrown out of tlie small boats; 
thrc!^ men, waiters on the vessel, were 
Euiïocated betöre they could reach the 
outer air from their bunks, and one 
-woman died from exposure. 


According to the stories told by pas- 
sengers and the crew, the vessel was 
on' Tillamook and about 30 miles from 
land when the fire was discovered. 
There was a heavy sea on and the ship 
was pitchmg badly. When smoke was 
discovered coming out of the social 
hall on the after main deck of the ves- 
sel, the crew was lïnmediately hurried 
out and the small boats miinued, -v/liilG 
the stewards went from cabin to cabin, 
•walling up the passengers. When Cap- 
tain Cousins discovertd the extent of 
the fire, which embraced 
practically 
all the rear portion of the vessel, he 
immediately ordered the- lifeboats to 
be launched. 


The passengers 
when 
interviewed 
later stated that everything possinld 
was done by Captain Cousins. 
Had it 
not bf'en necessary to ¡¿end ofi the boat« 
not a life would have been iost^ but äs 
it was dark when the fire started and it 
was impossible to light the vessel or to 
confine the v/omon to thf^ir staterooms 
It was absolutely necessary to Rend 
them away to avoid a panic. 


Practically thô entire aft of the ship 
is in ruind. 
The intense heat of tbo 
ilahies bent and twisted tho interior 
iron work into a shapeless mass 
aud ; 
ßajiors viev/ing thf^. ruino staf-o that 
thuy do not luni.MbUrid how it v/as pos- 
sible to get control of the aames. Were '' 
jt not for the fa^f ihat the caiiialn. . 
cröw and passent^eri? behaved wSth the' 
•utriioBt coolness, the vessid undoubted- 
ly fr/ould hcive been destroyed and the 
loftis of life enormous. 
The veboel car-^*' 
rled jnore than 2U0 passengera.'

Japanese Warships Fire on Russian 
Stronghold For Two Hours, 


CZAR’S NAVY AGAIN SUFFERS 


Loudon, March 1.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from Yin Kow, dated 
February 29, says: 
'‘Fifteen Japanese warships furiously 
bombarded Port ArUiur from 10 until 
12 o’clock this morning. The Russian 
cruisers Novilï^ Askold and Bayan, ac­ 
companied by four torpedo 
boats, 
steamed out to meet the attack. They 
were, however, forced to retire. The 
Askold was in a sinking condition. The 
Novik was badly damaged, and a tor­ 
pedo boat was sunk. The Russian bat­ 
tleship Retvizan was again damaged. 
*‘The Japanese withdrew in good 
order.** 
The pause in the war operations in 
the Far Bast has been broken by an­ 
other Japanese attack on Port Arthur, 
of which ouly the foregoing brief ac­ 
count is yet to hand. 
This 
report, 
however, shows a repetition of the now 
familiar tactics of Japan. 
It is presumed that this attack was 
made in bad weather, previous tele­ 
graphic advices having reported a se­ 
vere gale raging at Port Arthur. As 
usual, the Japanese did not remain 
long enough off the harbor to enable 
the gunners at the forts to get their 
range. 
Again, also, the same three 
cruisers, the Bayan, the Askold and the 
Novik, came out to .meet the attack, 
and this suggests that either they were 
the only effective ships there or that 
the larger battleships were unable to 
get out. 
A despatch from Shanghai to the 
Daily Chronicle says the Russians are 
transferring the guns from the dis­ 
abled ships at Port Arthur to the 
forts there.

'‘No Surrender,” Say Russians. 
Port Arthur^ March 1 (delayed)— 
General Stoessel^ commander of 
the 
garrison here, has issued a general or­ 
der directing 
the 
attention of the 
troops and inhabitants to the fact that 
the Japanese intend to land and seize 
the fortress. The general declares the 
Japanese consider the seizure of Port 
Arthur to be a question of national 
honor, and from their obstinate at­ 
tacks and bombardments of the fortress 
and bays he can only conclude that the 
enemy will make every effort to cap­ 
ture the fortress, failing 
which the 
Japanese will destroy the railroad and 
withdraw. 
“The enemy, however,*' proceeds the 
general order, “is mistaken. Our troops 
know and the inhabitants are herewith 
informed by me that we wiH not yield. 
We must fight to the linish, as I, the 
commandant, will never give an order 
to surrender. I bring this to the notice 
of those less daring and call on all to 
become convinced of the necessity of 
fighting to the death. Those who leave 
without fighting will not save them­ 
selves. There is no way out. On three 
Bides there is the sea, and on the fourth 
will be the enemy. Tl\ere is no means 
of escape except by fighting.*' 


SKIRMISHING ALONG YALU RIVER 


Russian and Jaoaneae Advance Guard 
Meet at Ping Yang, Korea. 
Seoul, Feb. 29.—Details of a tikirmish 
at Ping Yang show that 50 Russian 
cavalrymen approached the north gate 
of the Japanese camp and fired at lOuO 
metres. A sharp fusiiade took place and 
the Russians retired. All of the foi- 
egners arf safe. Tho fight took place 
on the murning of the 28Lh. 
The emperor ha^ contributed 100,000 
yon and the crown prince 50,uu0 yejqi to 
the Japanese relief fund. 


London, Feb, 29.—The following of­ 
ficial dispauh has beep received 
the Japan(-*e legation here from ToKlo:

landing on both shores of Korea, while 
the concentration of Russian troops 
behind the Yalu is being completed. 
This concentration is making better 
.progress than is generally believed 
abroad. 


Vladlvostock Blockaded- 
London, Feb. 29.—Vladivostock has 
been blockaded by* a Japanese fleet 
since Thursday, according to a Daily 
Mail dispatch from Hakodate, which 
adds that incoming st(3amers report 
Russian cruisers on the east coast of 
Kinkwasan, in the Bay of Sendai, Ja­ 
pan. Japanese warships have been re­ 
ported in the vicinity of Vladivostock, 
but 
this 
report of 
blockade, al­ 
though considered probable, has not 
yet been confirmed from other sources. 


Russia Objects to New Cable. 
St. Petersburg, March 1.—If an at­ 
tempt is made to lay a cable from tho 
Island of Gu?.m to Japan during the 
continuance of hostilities it will be re­ 
garded as contraband of war under the 
proclamation promulgated Sunday. As 
pointed out to the Associated Press 
correspondent, the proclamation Is spe­ 
cific on thi.s question, and it is not be­ 
lieved here that the United States will 
undertake or authorize such a cable 
now, as it would cou^"litute a breach 
of neutrality, according to the Rus­ 
sian view. 


Russia Accepta U. S. Attaches. 
Washington, March 1.—The Russian 
army formally has granted the request 
of the United States that‘certain offi­ 
cers of the American army be permit­ 
ted to accompany the Russian troops* 
and witness their operations in the war 
with Ja.pan. 
Ambagi udor McCormick, 
in a cablegram mf^Y^.iirig 
Secretary 
Hay of this fact, states that the oificers 
cannot join the Russian army before 
April 15 of the Russian calendar.

STEAMER AFIRE 
DURING STORM 


Fourteen Lives Lost Before Flames 
Were Checked. 


TWO 
LI FEBOATS 
CAPSIZED 


a 
Port Townsend, Wash., Feb. 29. — 
After suffering the most harrowing ox- 
perience from firo and storm that has 
ever befallen a craft on the North Pa­ 
cific coast» the steamer Queen put in 
here to report tho loss of 14 lives. 
"While off the mouth ^jf tho Columbia 
river the Queen caught firo in her after 
saloon in some unex'plained way. The 
fire rapidly gained headway and threat­ 
ened soon to envelope the whole ship. 
The heavy seas running meant death to 
any sent away in the lifeboats. 
The 
flames became more and more threat­ 
ening untîl, when it seemed a choice 
of death, Captain Cousins ordered the 
lifeboats launched. They were manned 
by the crew and ordered to remain 
close to the ship. Into these the women 
and cJiildreii were placed. Hardly, how­ 
ever, liad the boats been cast loose 
than, unable to weather 
the 
fierce 
waves, two of them were capsized. 
The passengers and those of the 
crew who remained on board continued 
their Üght against the flames with in­ 
creasing success for four hours, and the 
fire was brought under control. When 
It wi^s thought the danger from fire was 
past Captain Cousins recalled the life­ 
boats, and the occupants were taken 
aboard. 
Tho Queen was headed for the mouth 
of the Columbia river and the steamer 
Santa Monica was sighted. The Queen 
signalled and asked to stand by until 
temporary repairs could be made. 
When everything had been made safe 
the Queen continued on to the mouth 
of the Columbia river, only to lind the 
bar was too rough to cross in. 
The 
distressed craft was pointed toward 
Puget Sound, but bad fortune still pur­ 
sued her, and when she rounded Cape 
Flattery she em'ountered a terrific elec­ 
trical storm. With difllculiy she weath­ 
ered the gale, reached here without 
any further mishap and proceeded to 
Seattle. 
Ten of those who lost their lives 
were thrown out of the small boats; 
thrc5^ men, waiters on the vessel, were 
sui’iocated before they could reach the 
outer air from their bunks, and one 
woman died from exposure. 
According to the stoi’ies told by pas­ 
sengers and the crew, the vessel was 
ofl* Tillamook and about 30 miles from 
land wh(3n the fire was discovered. 
There was a heavy sea on and the ship 
was pitching badly. When smoke was 
discovered coming out of the social 
hall on the after main deck of the ves­ 
sel, the crew was iTnmedlately hurried 
out and the small boats manned, y/hllo 
the stewards went from cabin to cabin, 
walling up the passenoers. When Cap­ 
tain Cousins discovertd the extent o£ 
the fire, which embraced practically 
all the rear portion of the vessel, he 
Immediately ordered the* lifeboats to 
bo launched. 
The passengers when interviewed 
later stated that everything possiold 
was done by Captain Cousins. Had It 
not bi*en necessary to t-end off the boat« 
not a life would have been lost^ but äs 
it was dark when the fire started and it 
was impossible to light the vensel or to 
confine the v/omon to their staterooms 
it was absolutely necessary to Rend 
them away to avoid a panic. 
Practically the entire aft of the ship 
is in ruind. 
The intense heat of tho 
fiahies bent and twlt^ted tho interior 
iron work into a shapeless jnass axrd 
sailors viev/ing the. ruino state that 
thoy do not iwideiijUr/l how it v/as i)os- 
siWe to get control uf tho flame.«. Were 
it ^lot for the fa<^^* that the captain, 
cröw and passengeri? behaved with the' 
iitrhost coolness, the vessel undoubted«^ 
ly -Would hiive been destroyed and the 
lofi^ of life enormous, The vebt>el car-' 
rled more than 200 i)assengera.*

We take it as a good omen of social proijross that tho same week witnessed, 
on one hand, the e^posnrc of tho or^janiaiUion of tho Shipbuilding? Trust and, 
on llie other, tho final conviction of Parks, tho blackniallins walking dnlop:alo. 
AVilh tho proper coinhination of either capital or labor no right-minded ob- 
server of tho necospîMos of our intricato modern life can Iiavo any quarrel; 
but it is in the highest interest of legitimate business tbat tho tyrannies that; 
have been throatoning it from abovo nud from below—the trusts of capital and 
tho trusts of labor—aro now, through overreaching personal greed, in a fair 
way to lose their prestige, which means ultimately to lose their power. 


Let us sec what has been gained. 
The debauch of prosperity has bneu ex- 
posed by tho revelation of reckless methods in 'Uiïgh linauce." 
Captains of 
industry have been rcduc.ed to tho ranks, and some of them deserve to be 
drummed out of camp. **The water has been squeezed out" of not a few highly 
diluted securities, tliough also in tho proccss, alas! out of many tearful eyos- 
thoge of tho widow and tho helpless and the aged v/hoso trust in trusts has boon 
so sadly mispJaccd. 
Great is the conservative value of this long-expected ar- 
rest in tho mad rush for enormous wealth. 
It has set tho country thinking, 
and thinking is about the only thing the country had not lately done in excess. 
It -will bo well if the thinking goes deep enough—lower than the mere consid- 
eration of the iinancial distre.ss caused by tho traders in public coniidence, and 
down to the philosophy of happiness as rolatcd to wealth. 
We are bold enough 
to believe that through tho sorrow that makes us wise we are likely to reach 
a reaction from the vulgarity of high-piled luxury (now no longer rare enough 
to give distinction to its votaries) to a new gospel of simplicity and genuine- 
ness based on the things most worth having. 
Meanwhile the power of pre- 
tentious wealth can never seem to us so real or awe-iufspiring as it did before 
the recent revelations of toy-iinance. 


Antomobllss aisd Exercise 


N the whole tho automobile is the most amusing toy now in the 
marliet. 
Afüuent persons who have got tired of navigating Long 
Island Sound and sailing up and dowu the Atlantic Coast in yachts, 
find novelty and pleasure in yachting on shore. Most of them seem 
to go tlirough the same experience. 
Beginning with a modest little 
motor-v/agon, run by olecLricity, perhaps, they duly aspire and ac- 
quire, advancing: from car to car, each time a bigger one with more 
liorse-power and greater speed capacity, until they have to send horses to 
pasture and carriages to be stored to make room in their stables for the 
collection of! devil wagons. 


There is no doubt that the machines are interesting, and that the testing of 
their capacities to cover distance has great fascination. But with many owners 
they are still :i fad, and in so far as they are a fad they will in time lose part 
of their attractiveness. 
And as a fad automobiling has some drawbacks. 
It 
is told, with diagi'ams and pictures to help, that a good many automobilists 
are getting uncomfortably fat, and it is a matter of observation that the livers 
of others are not working as smoothly as their owners and their owners* as- 
sociates could wish. 
Can it be that automobiling is defective as a sport in that 
it fails to give its votaries due -physical exercise? 
It looks that way. 
Golf, 
though it may come to be tiresome, is an exceedingly salubrious exercise. 
Horseback riding and polo playing.jolt the liver in a fashion that is highly 
advantageous to that organ. Walking and tennis keep down fat, and are plainly 
wholesome for persons whom they suit. 
But automobiling, though it is a true 
recreation in that it engages and entertains tiie mind, seems to he a bit too easy 
on the body. 
That is a serious defect in a sport, ior our older men especially 
cultivate sports, not so much as a kill-time, as to keep the body in such con- 
dition as will best sustain the urgent activities of the mind. 
If the automobile 
can't keep its owner "in condition,'' it wou't have all tho stable to itself, nor 
ieave the golf-Coursc bare of players. 
It will not perish, of course, but persons 
who just now iind it their solo recreation will have to supplement it with exer- 
cises that exercise. 


Man is intended to work both with his mind and his body. 
When human 
ingenuity succeeds in making any difficult thing—like transportation or main- 
tenance—so cany that it is no trouble, that particulnr difficulty ceases in some 
measure to perform its office in keeping lieople healthy, and some other diffi- 
culty has to be substituted for It. 
If Ave could live without trouble wo should 
have to invent suitable forms of trouble to keep us from degenerating, and that 
precisely wlmt folks do whose lives have been made too easy, and who are 
wise enough to realize it.—Harper's Weekly

GOLD HUNTING TRAPPERS. 


It is a mistake to suppose that placer 
mining is a thing of the past in Cali- 
fornia. Bonanza strikes are, of course, 
rare noAA% but in Lake County, in the 
central part of California, men still 
hunt for gold Avith pick and shovel and 
pack mule. 
The red-shirted 
miners 
still tread the lonely mountain trails 
from digging to digging as they^did in 
the day.s of Bret Ilarte. 


Many of tliese prospectors combine 
the business of hunting and trapping 
AVith that of gold seeking. 
In the Avin- 
ter they locate in some lonely deserted 
log cabin, many of Avhlch Avere built 
in the old pioneer days. 
During the 
rainy season they hunt tho deer, bear, 
pantiiers, AvHd cats, coyotes, foxes, rac- 
coons and quail Avith Avhich the moun- 
tains abound. 
To them the game hiAVS 
are dead letters. 
The meat they eat 
themselves, but the skins they dry and 
cure and sell in tho spring. 
AVith the 
proceeds they buy prospecting 
tools 
and provisions, and then, to use an 
expri^ssion coined among those forest 
\agabonds. "tliey hit the trail." 
All 
Kunimer tliey prospect, hunting among 
(he crags and in the old Avornout Avater 
courses for "color." 


In that part of California there are 
many 
old time pioneers 
Avho liave 
married 
Indian 
Avomen and 
settled 
down to farming. 
Farming to them 
means principally hunting and 
trap- 
i ing, AVith a feAV cows and horses to 
keep up appearances. 


Kveu 
to-day 
there 
Is 
a 
certain 
amount of lawlessness iu those dis- 
tricts. as in the times of the vigilance 
committees. 
Not infrequently obnox- 
stranger« ar« treated to primeval 


justice. 
This is a cnunlry where the 
tourist seldom goes, and many of the 
inhabitants have never seen a railroad 
train. 


Somotimes a man decides to move 
his Avhole family to other paris. and 
then ho loads his goods, his AAufe and 
liis children into covered AA'agons like 
those tliat are called prarie schooners, 
'^hon they move on day aft^r day un- 
til a suitable piece of land meets tlieir 
eyes, and there they stiuat. 
There are 
some families Avho never live 
more 
than a year in one place, as, for exam- 
ple, tho man 
Avho Avas asked by 
a 
Ktrnnger Avliy ho Avas moving: 


"Wall, ye see,'' he said, "Ave struck 
this place last spring an' there AA'asn't 
nobody here but the Riggses over at 
the ilat.

WOODCOCK AND SNIPE. 


There is quite a long list of birds 
knoAvn as snipe, but the one most com- 
monly regarded as the snipe is the 
Wilson's snipe (Gallinago delicata). 


There is only 
one American 
bird 
called Avoodcock; this (Philohehi min- 
or) is entirely distinct from tho A'arious 
snipe, yet is of similar 
appearance. 
From this rcKemblance. or snipe-like 
appearance, the Avoodcock is incorrect- 
ly named (or perhaps Ave ought to say 
nickuamcdl 
])liiul 
snipe, 
Avail-eyod 
snipe, 
mud snipe, 
big-headed 
snipe. 
Avood snipe, Avhistling snipe, etc. 
The 
A-arlous true snipe, the one woodcock 
(not really a snipe, but 
resembling 
them), 
and 
various sandpipers 
that 
also have long bills and bore in the 
mud, all belong to one family (Scolo- 
pacidaej. 


All these birds have somoAvhat sim- 
ilar appearance and habits. 
They fre- 
quent lowlands or ploAved lands, such 
as corn fields. 
Avhere the soil is soft, 
so that they can use their long bills in 
probing for Avorms or insects, etc. The 
Wilson snipe is smaller, trimmer of 
figure, and a better filer than the Avood- 
cock. 


Dr. A. K. Fisher says of tlie wood- 
cock: 
"This much sought game bird 
is in danger of extermination from the 
barbarous custom of hunting 
it 
iu 
spring and summer just before and 
during the breeding season.'' 


Of the pei'toral sandpiper, a member 
of this snipe family, Frank Chapman 
says: 
"It frequents Avet, grassy mea- 
doAvs rather 
Than beaches, and, 
al- 
though it fiies in fiocks, the birds scat- 
ter Avhile feeding, and take Aving one 
or more at a time. 
Thus they remind 
one of Wilson's snipi."—St. Nicholas.

"It iii a super.'^lition," an old, bowed 
pilot said, "but there are facts to back 
it up. 
Do you knoAV tJie story of \ho 
City of Boston? 
Well, that boat, Avith 
800 souls aboard, sailed out of Now 
.York harbor one iino day in 1ST0, and 
she has never been heard of since. 
Never boon .heard of since! 
Not. a 
word, not a splintered 
spar, not 
a 
drowned body. Out of Now York, Avith 
SOO aboard, she sailed, and it 
A A M S as 
Ihough the earth had opened and swal- 
loAved h e r u)"». 


"But there Avas a Avhole lot of boats 
named city of this or city of that tJiat 
vvtMit down Avith all hands. 
Back in 
1840 the City of Brii=;tol 5unk. and thir- 
ty-fiA-o lives Avere lost. In ISTi-L the City 
of (rlasgoAv Avent down and carried 
with hor 4S0 men and Avomen. 
The

].)r. A. K. Fisher says of the wood­ 
cock:

Ihe roof was renlaood with joy over the 
bome of that family. 


Cases of this description should cause 
the thouirhtful physician to pause and 
reflect before ho makes up his mind to 
treat all classes, of the population alike. 
The man whose wife had been ordered 
to the South by the family physician, 
and who told the latter also to pre- 
scribe the means to make the trip, was 
probably in auy but a joking* mood. A 
treatment which, under favorable cir- 
cumstances, may work to tbe p:ond of 
everybody concerned may easily pro- 
duce rank mischief in the case of less 
favored people. 


The really good physician is he wlio. 
just like any other serviceable miin in 
any other walk of life, will not act in 
strict accordancc Avith one particular 
scheme, but will use his connnon sense 
and adapt himself to circumstances as 
they may arise. 
Immeasurably may 
be the injury inflicted upon the physic 
condition of l)oth the patient and his 
family by prescribinc:. as ab^^olntely 
necessary, medical preparations, foods, 
and trips to spas which are beyond 
their moans, and which wonld in many 
eases result in the ruin of business, 
home and family life.—American 
iclne.

Recently at the 
Jenner Institute bacteria have been 
frozen In liquid air, and even in liquid 
hydrogen, and on the application of 
heat, and placed in proper media have 
germinated. 
The process of life was 
arrested, .but the nascent life energy 
was not destroyed at 200 degrees Cen- 
tigrade, say, 300 degrees Fahrenheit 
of frost. Experiments are now being 
made to find whether long continuance 
for months or years In such cold takes 
away the vitalism of those lowest 
forms of life.—London Telegraph,

Home Should Help the School 


By Carolina T. Haven, Principal of tho Eililcal Cul- 
iure School Normal Klndersarten Training Class. 


HE emphasis placed of late years upon Improved hygienic 
conditions in the schoolroom has greatly Increased the teach- 
^ ^ ^ ^ 
er's responsiblUty In regard to the physical well being of the 
I 
children committed to her care. 
She ifl now expected not 
I 
• 
only to attend to the • general question of temperature, ventila- 
^ 
I 
tlon and light, but to recognize the Individual peculiarities 
of her charges and to discover means by which defects of 
all kinds may be remedied. 


Now, it is manifestly impossible for any teacher, however 
willing and capable, to gauge accurately and speedily the physical and Intel- 
lectual disabilities of a new class of pupils, and time is lost and harm done 
before adequate tests can be made for conditions that vary more or less from 
normal standards. 


If the school Is to do its best work it must have educative services from 
the home, and It will have that only as parents are alive to the situation and 
are ready to further its ends. 


First of all, the child should be sent to school with a well-nourished body, 
the result of a diet that is simple, easily digested and eaten at regular In- 
tervals. It should be provided with clothing that will not Interfere with the 
free movement of any part of the body and will give the suitable amount of 
warmth and protection. 


The parents should insist on the maximum number of hours of qniet 
sleep, should teach the child habits of personal cleanliness, and should see 
that it has a' proper amount of exercise In the open air and a plentiful supply 
of fresh air within doors. ^ 


The full value of proper food, exercise, sleep, etc., upon resistance to dis- 
ease, upon the nervous system, upon general disposition and even upon con- 
duct can hardly be overestimated, and the teacher's work is greatly lessened 
when these matters receive systematic attention in the home. 


The mother who has made a real study of i e r child knows the condition 
of his eyes on entering school and will be quick to notice any failure that 
will occur later. So, too, defects In hearing may be moi'e readily detected In 
the home than In the school, where they prove a great barrier to .the child's 
mental progress. Many a child so afflicted has been called stupid. Inattentive 
or stubborn, until a physician's skill has overcome the physical defects which 
alone were responsible for his mental state. 


It requires much time and patience on the teacher's part to overcome in- 
distinct and faulty enunciation as well as ungrammatleal forms of speech 
and mispronunciation. 
Much of the faulty enunciation observable In very 
young children Is due to tlie use of "baby talk" by parents In addi-esslng 
them. The little ones are Imitative, and a repetition In their presence of the 
wrong forms of speech day after day finally results In fixing them indelibly 
in their minds. 


The questions of nervousness, undue restlessness, signs of fatigue, loss of 
nerve force, are problems that confront the teacher at every turn—problems 
which she cannot solve unaided. 
So much in these conditions depend on the 
home aud are beyond the control of the school that, unless the mothers recog- 
nize the diihcultles and are equal to the demands, the'child must continue to 
suffer and the work of the whole school is impaired. 


Is the school responsible when, t"irough excesses in the emotional life of 
the child at home, his vigor is wasted and he Is made unfit to meet the general 
requirements of the classroom? 
Shall the teacher be charged with neglect 
when the ambition of parents forces the child to endure exertion in order that 
the uext promotion time may ncJt find him behind his companions?—New 
York News. 


Xioproty in Farii. 


The estimates of the Paris Municipal 
Council for 1903 include a sum of 
25,000 francs set apart for the con- 
struction of an isolation ward at the 
Hospital S t Louis for the reception 
of lepers. The publication of this item 
of expenditure has caused a certain 
amount of excitement in Paris, It being 
wondered whether leprosy still exists 
in the French capital at the beginning 
of the twentieth century.

To Make Good Pies* 
The best cooks use a glaze to pre­ 
vent the juice from spoiling the under­ 
crust of a pie. 
This glaze Is simply 
the beaten white of an egg, brushed 
lightly over the crust before the filling 
Is put in, and If It Is also brushed over 
the top crust It will give an especially 
nice yellow-brown bak6. 
Too much handling of the Ingre­ 
dients will make the crust tough. Use 
a knife to mix with and have every­ 
thing chilled. If possible, use a glass 
rolling pin filled with chipped Ice, and 
avoid, as far as possible, putting the 
bands to the dough. Lard and butter 
In equal ports make the best crust, and 
the best results must not be expected 
If ordinary bread flour Is used. 
Use 
pastry flour and sift It twice; also use 
as little water as possible, pouring It 
In by drops, and be sparing of salt. 
Put plenty of flour on the board to pre­ 
vent sticking, and roll the crust only 
one way—away from you. 
Never put a hot filling Into a crust. 
If the filling *s to be a cooked one, pre­ 
pare it In advance and give It time to 
get thoroughly cold before combining 
It with the dough. 
Cut three or four 
silts In the top crust to let the steam 
escape and prevent undue puflBng. 
Finally see that the oven is hot, so 
that the pastry will not be scorched 
or set before it has had time to rise.— 
Woman’s Home Companion.

The high prices of coal, caused by 
the strike now ending, have carried 
with them a salutary lesson.

been using fuel wostefully. Tlio nat­ 
ural resources of the United States are 
60 great that somettilny out of the 
usual order Is nocessarj? to convey the 
lesson that there Is a limit to them. 
But it is not merely luYbe miilter of 
wastefulness that fuel has b^en abused. 
The sanitary argument Is eveis ^stronger 
than that based on economy. Id Amer­ 
ica we Indulge in hot rooms to \a de­ 
gree unknown in other parts onvtho 
world. Some of those Avho lectureXp“ 
the subject probably err on the othw 
side. 
The cold rooms of Germany^ 
and France have their drawbacks, and 
there Is reason to believe that they ore- 
often insufficiently heated. 
But that 
does not, in any degree, excuse the 
hot rooms to which Americans are 
very commonly subjected. 
It is not 
the degree of cold which is so fatal 
to health as the sudden transition from 
beat to cold. To quit a room at the 
temperature of a day in July and go 
into a zero temperature is necessarily 
perilous, yet this is a common incident 
of Americon experience. 
It bos cost 
many o man his life, and caused others 
troublesome rttocks of illness. 
With coal at abnormal prices the 
temptation to use too much fuel Is not 
so strong. 
When normal prices are 
restored. It is altogether likely. that 
most people will forget the prudence 
which necessity has taught them. But 
It is not too much to hope that the les­ 
son of the strike may not be altogether 
lost on some.—Louisville Courier-Jour*

SEAS OF MILK-WHITE WATER. 


Captain Dart Sailed Through It Off 
the Coast of Java. 


Captc-ln 
Dart, of 
the 
four-masted 
ship Alddes. in port a t Baltimore, Md., 
from Hongkong, relates having 
wit- 
nessed a phenomenon on tho voyage 
the like of whl^h has no parallel in 
his 44 years of experience at sea. 
It 
was sailing through 
miles of 
milk- 
white water. 
This strange sight was 
presented 
during last August, 
while 
tlie Alcldes was making her way to 
Baltimore. 
At G:30 p. m. on August 2, 
tho ship then being 95 miles oft the 
south coast of Java» the 
water 
sud- 
denly took on a color as if breaking 
over coral reefs. Captain Dart ordered 
the lead over, but at 100 fathoms it 
did not touch bottom. 
The ship had 
sailed about three 
miles 
when 
the 
coral-colored water suddenly changed 
into pure white. 
Again the lead was 
resorted to, and at 100 fathoms no bot- 
tom could be found. 
Everywhere the 
water was white, and the ship contin- 
ued in it for some time, when it again 
took on the coral color. At 3:30 o'clock 
a. m., August 3, the Avhite water again 
surrounded the ship and was visible as 
far as the eye could range. 
Captain 
Dart thought in w^as refraction from 
the sky, but as it was clear overhead 
and the stars shining that theory was 
abandoned, especially as the line of 
horizon was clearly defined where the 
white sea and the stellated sky m e t 
At this point the second mate drew a 
buckct of water from over the side and 
Captain Dart made 
a n 
examination. 
The water was filled with small white 
particles as diminutive as pin points. 
There was evidence of phosphorus in 
the water, but in no way did it con- 
tribute to the milky whiteness of the 
specimen. Patches after patches of tho 
water were encountered until 3:30 a. 
m. of August 5, when it assumed a pa- 
rian whiteness, and with this change 
the sky took on a similar color. 
The 
horizon was obliterated and not defin- 
able to the eyes as on previous occa- 
sions.

Gladiolus have to be lifted before 
the ground freezes hard. 
After the 
stalks have become entirely dry, cut 
them 
off about 
an 
inch 
from 
the 
crown. 
Twist off the old, shriveled 
bulb and roots, and store In a dry,^ 
cool place. 
Named varieties, or dif- 
ferent shades, 
may 
easily be 
kept 
separate in paper bags, 
A cellar suit- 
able for potatoes is well adapted for 
wintering 
these 
and 
similar 
bulbs. 
The hardy varieties may be taken up 
or left in the ground; but if left, suffi- 
cient protection should be given 
to 
prevent the frost from entering the 
ground 
deeply. 
They 
can 
also 
be 
grown in pots for window-blooming 
in the early fall and winter. 
A pot, 
geven or eight inches deep, should be 
secured, the bottom covered an inch 
deep with broken charcoal, and this 
covered with two Inches of good sod 
and an Inch of sand. 
Set the bulb or 
bulbs on this sand and cover with 
good garden soil to within an inch of 
the top of the pot. 
get the pot in a 
dark, cool place for ten days or two 
weeks 
to root, 
and when 
the 
top 
starts bring the pot Into the IJght and 
sun of the window, 
As the top grows, 
more soil may be added to the pot 
until full. 
Water only when dry and 
then thoroughly, 
Cannas are easily 
wintered If dug before severe frosts 
penetrate the soil.

the floor of a w a r m cellar. 
It will 
not do to dump them In barrels or 
boxes before they are completely dry.

America, though revering the name 
of Lafayette, has perhaps known too 
little of tho noble woman who became 
his wife before her fifteenth birthday, 
tho groom himself being but sixteen 
years old. 
This match, according to the French 
custom, vras arranged by relatives, 
but it proved to bo one of tho most 
ideally happy marriages known to 
history. When “tho inspired boy” ran 
away from France and crossed the 
ocean to aid our struggling young coun- 
try his child-wife did not reproach 
him either in word or deed for what 
her friends declared to be gross neg­ 
lect, but upheld him in the course that 
ho pursued, believing it to be proper 
and right. It wun to her that he con- 
lided his hopes and predictions in re­ 
gard to this country, and to whom he 
wrote: 
“The happiness of America is inti­ 
mately connected with all of mankind. 
She will become the safe and respected 
asylum of virtue, integrity, toleration 
and tranquil happiness.” 
When the darkest clouds had gath­ 
ered over France, and Lafayette was 
banished to a foreign country and im­ 
prisoned, his wife refused to be di­ 
vorced from him, though the wives of 
many of the exiled aristocrats did so 
for tho purpose of self-protection. She 
fearlessly gloried in the name she bore. 
She began every petition to the Gov­ 
ernment W'ith the Avords, “La femme 
Lafayette.” 
Her husband alludes to 
this fact in a letter wTitten to a friend 
soon after her death, and adds: 
“Indulgent as she was w'ith respect 
to calumny and retty hatred, never 
did she allow, even at the foot of the 
scaffold, a reflection upon me to pass 
without protesting against it.” 
Knowing that her husband would 
wish their son to be sent to America, 
she parted bravely from the bright boy 
of fourteen, whom she confided to the 
care of General Washington.
